Where gra.n has been’ expos- 
ed to the weather over winter as has 
happened this yeir in some sections 
of the province, ii is particularly ad- 
visable ta secure a germination test 
on this grain before it is used for 


seed. 
Tests 2:3 Free 
A one-pound sample of grain! 
should be gent to the Dominion Seed 


Laboratory, Calgury, where the test 
will be made free of charge for far- 
mers. Satisfactory germination tests, 
can also be made at home by plant- 
ing two lots of 1Uu0 seeds each about | 
one inch deep in boxes of soil or| 
sand. The tests should be kept fairly 
moist and ot llving-room temperature 
for about twelve days. Note should be 
taken of the number germinating in 
six days which indicates the vigor 
of germenation, and the number ger-!
